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' Beebe’s “Jungle Days”

ILLIAM BEEBE, Americd « 
most enjoyable naturaliet 
writer, has added to his works os 
|South American bird and animal 
life, “Jungle Days,” in which he 
continues to exhibit his enthusiasm 
and his deep knowledge of nature 
‘as he finds it in the tangled forests 


tabo, at the junction of two great 
rivers, he delights to get away frorn 
civilization and, it might be saatd, 
make himself one with the wild 
things that there abound. 


Beebe loves to follow up what he 
calla chains of living links, tracin+ 
the dependence of one form of lifs 
upon another, up to the human. In 
doing this he has found out many 
strange things that are worth the 
telling. For example, that vul- 


ing surpassed in cleanliness, affec- 
tlonateness and tameness only by 
baby bears, sloths and certain mon- 
keys.” 


In an early chapter Beebe shows 
that, despite his retirement in the 
wilderness, he knows what is going 
on to trouble the brotherhood of 
naturalists in the old U. 8.
